SPNAV analyzes each stored path in each tree structure using the counters to identify the 
stored paths that satisfy selected input criteria. In addition to the depth criterion described above, 
the input criteria includes, but [[it]] is not limited to, a width criterion, a starting page criterion, 
and an end page criterion. The width criterion represents a retention rate. For example, the 
width criterion specifies a minimum width or a maximum width or both. The starting page 
criterion specifies a set of pages in CS from which Pi is selected. The end page criterion 
specifies a set of pages in CS that can serve as end nodes in each tree structure. 

Please replace the paragraph that begins at page 23, line 17 with the following amended 
paragraph:
